The Hoover Depression. 


The gloom of the day, dark 
skies that spit intermittent cold 
rain, was matched by the gloom 
of a nation in the grip of its 
worst depression, with bread- 


lines, failing banks, and fore- 


closing of mortgages. 

That was labeled the Hoover 
Depression” by Democrats in the 
election of 1932 and it has been 
recalled with that label in every 
national election since, including 
the one two years ago. 

But as a campaign issue it 
seemed finally in 1952 to have 
been drained of its original ef- 
ficacy—at least Democrats lost 
the election along with the 
White House and Congress. 

Now Mr. Hoover has become 
our elder statesman. It is an in- 
teresting transformation and evi- 
dently Republicans think it not 
only significant but also potent 
politically.

An emergeney March of Dimes 
campaign, part of a national 
drive, opened here today and 
will continue through August 
31 in an effort to obtain addi- 
tional funds for control of 
poliomyelitis.

Statistical chances for having twins are 1 in 92. But 
this young woman in the province of Quebec laughs at 
such statistics. Married in 1946 at the age of 23 to a man 
22 years old, she had twins in 1947, 1948, 1949, 1951, 1952, 
and in January, 1954. In 1950 she had a single child. 

They are all fraternal twins—three pairs of a boy and 
girl, two pairs of boys and one pair of girls.

Device Takes Photo Record of Customer and Check, Cuts Stores Losses in Los Angeles
